One very 
reliable eyewitness has come forward 
to say they saw three jets from Luke 
Air Force Base intercept one of the 
objects over Phoenix! At the present 
time, it is thought the sighting was 
made up of several different objects.

sighting reports and variation in 
number of lights and time of night in 
those reports. 

The investigation is still ongoing, 
and it may be awhile yet before all 
the facts on this truly fantastic event 
are pieced together. If anyone out 
there knows of someone who 
witnessed the object(s) but has not 
given a sighting report, I urge you to 
have them contact Jim Ossipov, 
Maricopa County Section Director, 
whose phone number is just below 
the masthead on page 1 of this 
Newsletter.

CULT EXITS AS 
HALE-BOPP PASSES 

As everyone is no doubt aware, 
39 members of the religious cult 
known as "Heaven's Gate" 
committed suicide "in preparation for 
meeting with the UFO following the 
Hale-Bopp Comet." They stated in a 
letter to the media that they came 
from beyond this earth and had 
inhabited human forms (incarnated 
human bodies) which they were now 
shedding to return "from whence 
they came." Their leader (a brilliant 
man and former mental patient) 
stated that a UFO would come for 
them and they would board it. They 
also believed that there was a UFO 
traveling with the Hale-Bopp Comet 
which was using Hale-Bopp as a 
shield from earth's view (a theory we 
in MUFON have heard before). Their 
philosophy on the creation of humans 
was very similar to that of Zacharia 
Sitchin. They also said they knew 
they would be perceived as a strange 
and dangerous cult. 
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It is sincerely hoped that this 
terrible tragedy will not adversely 
affect public opinion of organizations 
such as MUFON. While the beliefs of 
this cult may be held by some in this 
group, as in other groups, this 
philosophy is not the official position 
of MUFON -- rather, as Walt Andrus 
has reiterated, MUFON is concerned 
with the nuts-and-bolts scientific 
investigation of UFOs and related 
physical phenomena including the 
government coverup involved there¬ 
with. The beliefs of the Heaven's 
Gate cult in no way represent those 
of MUFON in general. 

These deaths were a very strange 
and unfortunate circumstance, and it 
is sincerely hoped no one else will 
follow their path. As recently as 
April 14 Rio de Angelo, the purported 
40th member, was interviewed by 
Jane Pauley and, although he does 
not contemplate joining the others in 
suicide, he was in complete agree¬ 
ments with their reasoning and 
defended their right to "move onto 
the next plane." He also believes he 
is a soul from elsewhere who is 
currently inhabiting an earthly form. 


ANOMALOUS LIGHTS WEST 
AND SOUTHWEST OF PHOENIX 

On March 7, 1 997, I was driving 
westerly on State Route/MC 85 in 
Goodyear which is just to the west of 
Phoenix. At approximately 
2110*2130 hours MST, I was on a 
fairly dark stretch of the road which 
runs parallel to the Goodyear Airport 
(at 968 feet above sea level) 
between Bullard Avenue and Estrella 
Parkway. At the time of this sighting 
I was headed approximately 240 
degrees and I observed at some 
distance, but directly ahead of me, a 
large light the color of an amber 
sodium vapor lamp but with the 
intensity of the landing lights on a 
heavy jet aircraft such as a C-5A, 
DC-10 or 747. I first thought this to 
be an aircraft on a long final approach 
to Runway 3 at the Goodyear Airport 
(GYR) but at a relatively low altitude 
of 15 to 20 degrees above the 
horizon and more distant than an 
aircraft either on the approach to Sky 
Harbor (PHX) or GYR, this did not 
seem to be a possibility. I am very 
familiar with both the road and the 
types and varieties of aircraft lights 
seen in the area on the approach to 
both GYR and Luke AFB (LUF) to the 


north as well as those aircraft making 
approaches from the west to PHX to 
land on Runway 26. 

The light was on a line of sight 
which would have placed it 
approximately 5 to 8 miles south of 
the Palo Verde Nuclear Generating 
Station which is 45 miles west at 
250 degrees from PHX Sky Harbor or 
possibly as much as 30 miles from 
my position. Puzzled by this light, 
which was different than any I had 
seen after 48 years as a private pilot 
and a worker in the aviation industry, 
with tens of thousands of hours in 
the air and around airports and 
aircraft, I began to scan the sky just 
as the light blinked out. As I looked 
about the sky to try and find some 
context for the light, the road made a 
turn from 240 degrees to 250 
degrees and looking to my left and on 
a bearing 90 degrees from the 
direction I was heading, i.e., SSE of 
me, I observed an identical but 
slightly brighter light at an elevation 
of 25 to 30 degrees above the 
horizon and just above the Estrella 
Mountains which begin to rise from 
1 500 to 4512 feet over a distance of 
5 to 1 5 miles from my position. This 
sighting occurred within a second or 
two of my having observed the first 
light. As I was by now approaching 
my turn off at Estrella Parkway, I 
briefly diverted my eyes to the road 
but when I looked back to the 
southeast the light was gone. 

I have observed flares under air 
combat conditions in Southeast Asia 
and elsewhere but I have never seen 
one which had the characteristics of 
these lights. When I arrived home at 
about 2145, I noted these lights to 
my wife and two of my daughters 
who had just arrived for a visit. I 
estimate the distance from the first 
light to the second light to be 
between 20 to 40 miles. They 
looked unlike any lights I have 
observed on helicopters, 
approach/landing lights on aircraft, 
flares, crop dusting aircraft, or 
military aircraft on routine and non 
routine flights. They did not appear 
to move while I observed them. 
They seem to match the descriptions 
given by many others the following 
week, on March 13. Some of those 
lights also were sighted near the 
Estrella Mountains. 

A hoax? A mystery? Or a 
mysterious hoax? Time may tell. At 


the least, they were anomalous aerial 
phenomena.

COCHISE COUNTY 
ACTIVITY REPORT - 3/97 

There were no new sightings 
reported in the Cochise County 
Arizona area during the month of 
March 1997. 

There has been one source which 
has given repeated alleged sightings 
in the past. Each of these has been 
rigorously analyzed and found to be 
IFO's rather than UFOs and the 
alleged events have been considered 
either accidently spurious or 
intentional hoaxes to gain attention 
and advance the observer's certainly 
non-scientific objectives which seem 
to border on the transcendental are 
therefore beyond the scope of 
investigation of our section. 

The last such occasion of an 
incident (in February) resulted 
intensive cross questioning by the 
investigators after the observers 
presented their part of the interview. 
The alleged 'second witnesses' have 
repeatedly given nebulous testimony 
and were not contacted for that 
reason. The pair involved have not 
ventured any further claims of 
sightings. 

The Cochise County Section has 
embarked upon an intensive training 
program. Material to be presented 
will include subjects common to 
elementary physics and astronomy, 
principles of flight and general 
aviation practices, different 
techniques and methods of 
measurement and standards of data- 
evaluation, analysis and synthesis 
from a systems science standpoint. 
As much as possible members will 
present mini-classes in their areas of 
expertise. Beyond that we will 
engage experts in various areas to 
present special classes essential to 
investigator training.

1:00 p.m. and will be held in a 
special conference room at the Sierra 
Vista Public Library.

UFO SIGHTINGS IN 
PRESCOTT VALLEY 

Despite reports, Luke Air Force Base 
denies sending aircraft to investigate 

A man reported sighting UFOs 
above a shopping center in Prescott 
Valley at about 8 p.m. Thursday 
night [March 13], according to 
Prescott Valley police. Peter B. 
Davenport, director for the National 
UFO Reporting Center in Seattle, said 
his organization's hotline received 
more than a dozen calls last night 
from several areas of Arizona 
regarding objects seen in the sky. 

Davenport said the hotline began 
receiving calls for a sighting in the 
Paulden area, then Prescott, then the 
Glendale area, and the last report 
was for objects seen over Tucson. 

A man from Paulden called The 
Daily Courier and said he saw five 
diamond-shaped objects with wispy 
tails around 8 p.m. last night. Upon 
hearing that other people have 
reported also seeing the objects, he 
said, "I'm glad to know I wasn't the 
only weirdo." 

Kurt Milam, spokesman for the 
Yavapai County Sheriffs Office, said 
they received some calls last night 
from people who saw low-flying 


objects, but YCSO did not dispatch 
deputies to investigate. 

A speaker at the Federal Aviation 
Administration said they had only 
received calls from people wanting to 
know if any UFOs had been sighted. 

An astronomer called into the 
hotline office and told them he saw 
the UFOs in northern Phoenix, five of 
them with lights. 

According to the hotline speaker, 
Luke Air Force Base apparently sent 
two jets last night to intercept the 
UFOs. The pilots recorded the 
objects on camera and returned to 
base. Allegedly one pilot was 
shaken, and the base was locked 
down for the night. 

Media liaison at Luke Air Force 
Base Sgt. Rolla Suttmiller said no 
aircraft were sent out and there was 
no lockdown, adding that the 
cameras on the aircraft only take 
pictures of targets during practice. 
She said the base received no calls 
Thursday night regarding UFO 
sightings. "We do not respond to 
something like this," she said, "and 
we do not fly in the evening."

REPORT ON 
PROJECT AWARENESS 
1997 GULF BREEZE 
UFO CONFERENCE 
MARCH 21-23, 1997 

The following is a summation of 
two of the 14 events offered at the 
1997 Gulf Breeze UFO Conference. 
These two events took place 
Saturday evening in Pensacola, 
Florida. The first event was a 
Speakers Panel consisting of Stanton 
Friedman, Nick Pope, Whitley 
Strieber, George Wingfield (British 
crop circles), authors Larry Warren 
and Peter Robbins ( Left at East Gate) , 
and anthropologist Arthur Horn, who 
seemed at a los as to what he 
actually studied to warrant being on 
the panel. Absent were Travis 
Walton and Mike Rogers. Scott 
Catamas was the moderator who 
chose audience members with 
questions for the panel and who kept 
the panel on track (not an easy task) 
regarding the topics. 


Whitley Strieber spent several 
minutes explaining what happened 
regarding the reporting of a Hale- 
Bopp "companion" (referred to by 
Stanton Friedman as the "Hale- 
Mary"). Strieber said that there is 
now no evidence of an accompanying 
object, but he feels that the Japanese 
National Laboratory photo has not 
been satisfactorily explained and that 
the original anonymously-sent photo 
which caused all the speculation 
about a companion object "could be 
an attempt to discredit remote 
viewing." 

In response to a question 
regarding the future of ufology, 
including government disclosures, 
Scott Catamas said that a lot of 
government leaders want information 
to be released. This release could 
lead to the development of alternative 
energy sources which the military- 
industrial complex would be against. 
Nick Pope, who is employed by the 
British Ministry of Defense, said that 
there is an interest by the mainstream 
in England. Peter Robbins thinks that 
a cover-up will not be revealed, but 
that there will be a discovery by our 
latest Mars probe which will deflect 
interest from probable past coverups 
by appearing to be the first evidence 
of ETs. Friedman said that 250,000 
pages per week of classified 
documents are being reviewed by the 
Air Force in order to comply with 
government policy toward 
declassification. He also thinks there 
may be deathbed confessions by 
witnesses concerning the Roswell 
event at or around the time of the 
50th anniversary of the Roswell 
crash. Strieber also thinks the 
visitors could change the policy of 
secrecy and that it's up to us and our 
relationship with the visitors; we 
need much more self-empowerment. 

Regarding the audience question 
of whether the visitors are friend or 
foe, the panel responded by agreeing 
that we don't know. Be cautious. 
There are many types of aliens with 
no clear agendas. Stanton Friedman 
remarked that the Mars artifacts are 
far less frightening than flying 
saucers on Earth, and that there are 
complex political issues to be 
considered. 

The second events, billed as a 
Scott Catamas Anniversary Special

Implants In UFO abductees 

A recent item of general inicrest, 
not presented by the r^ular news 
media, concerns Che gradually 
tightening evidence indicating real¬ 
ity of the UFO phenomenon; espc- 
ciiliy the UFO abduction phenom* 
cnon. Dr. Roger K. Leir of Cainarfl- 
k>, California, along with four oth¬ 
er surgical team members, has suc¬ 
ceeded in removing implants from 
two UFO abductees, which were 
previously detected by X-rays. 
From the vicinity of the big toe of 
a woman abductee, he extracted a 
foreign object about one-half centi¬ 
meter on a side having a dense 
membrane covering too tough to 
cut with a sharp scalpel, later it 
was dited and the membrane re¬ 
moved, revealing a black shiny me¬ 
tallic core, now undergoing a bat¬ 
tery’ of tests. A second, smaller im¬ 
plant was also removed. 

From the male abductee the im¬ 
plant removed (from the back of 
the hand) looked identical to the 
smaller one removed from the 
woman; neither abductee knew 
the other. In all three instances, 
touching and removing the im¬ 
plant was painfiil despite the pa¬ 
tients being under both local anes¬ 
thesia and hypnoanesthesla. Later 
elimination indicated peripheral 
nerves in tissue surrounding the 
objects, but no inflammation. 
These and the lack of rejection of 
the foreign objects seems unique. 
All three objects were magnetic 
and fluoresced bright green under 
ultraviolet light. 

The doctor and most of his team 
have gone public. The event was 
recorded on paperat the time, and

Where weird is the word 

Colorado community seems straight out of “X-Files’

CRESTONE, Ccdo. (AP) — Visit¬ 
ing Crestone is like going to a tAenie 
park based cm television’s “The X- 
Files.” 

Ijocated in d esola t e high desert in 
the shadow of the Sangre de Cristos 
on the north end of the San Luis Val¬ 
ley. Ciestone’s official population in 
the 1990census was 39, but that’s be¬ 
cause most people live in cabins or 
trailers scatKrad outside town. 

Hundreds of tame deer walk the 
streets, sleeping oo people’s fraot 
peachy and in back yar^. Cranial 
clean^g and herbal colonics ate 
readily available, but gasoline is 
scarce, sometimes rationed. 

There’s hardscrabble potato and 
carrot farming. There are also hot 
springs, crystal sht^s, ashrams and 
sufi dancing. 

And at night, some say, the UFOs 
come out 

Christopher O’Brien, who has 
been chronicling weirdness in the 
San Luis Valley since 1992, late last 
year published “The Mysterious 
Valley,” acompilation of "astonish¬ 
ing true stories.” 

A New York marketing designs 
turned furniture maker, O’Brien 
moved to Crestone in 1988 to work in 
peace and quiet Instead, he found an 
astonishing concentration of strange 
activity, a place where such things as 
cattle mutilations, unexplained lights 
in the night sky and rocks with magi¬ 
cal properties have become 
commonplace. 

’ ‘I’ve seen all kinds of odd lights in 
the sky at night,” says Brian Norton, 
Rio Grande County undershoift 
“Just about everyone has, but they 
don' tcall us about them anymore, i»t 
more than once or twice a we^ 
anyway. 

“There isn’t anything we can do; 
we don’t patrol UFOs. Peismully, I 
think it’s secret military stuff up flom 
the White Sands Base in New Mex¬ 
ico. but there’s no way to telL You 
stop paying aoendon after awhile.” 

Ibis maner-of-fact attitude con¬ 
founds O’Brien. 

“Look,I’maskeptic,” hesaid. “I 
assume that everything has a mun¬ 


dane explanation, and 99 percent of 
the time that’s the case, 

“But in my database. I’ve col¬ 
lected Over 600 unexplained UFO 
sightings in the valley, some 
witnessed by 30 or more people. And 
it’s not just a modem phenomenon. 
This lAaM was c<»sk)e^ sacred by 
the Indians, and the first European 
exidorers repcHted seeing lights in the 
sky. Ihis place is what I call high 
strange.” 

Hm are a few of O’Brien’s 
discoveries. 

The Crystal Skull 

DcHina Koch was riding fence on 
her ranch outside of Oesione in 1994 
when she saw the sun reflect off 
something on the ground. 

What she found was a twisted, hu¬ 
manoid skull made of glass. It had a 
maniacal grin, and intelligent eyes. It 
looks a lot like the popular concqi- 
tion of those big eyed extrateiiest- 
lials, although ]^h says to her it 
looks like an “ant person.” 

When Koch took the skull to her 
home, a spare tire in the bed of a 
pickup truck in her yard exploded. 
Then people began to have bizane 
accidwts around her house, hitting 
themselves with hammers and 
brooms. 

Wh^ O’Brien came over to video- 
lepe the skull, his camera broke, and 
no one has been able to repair it, he 
says. 

Koch brought the skull to Denvera 
coiqile years ago to have it looked at 
by an collectors and by the Denver 
Museum of Natural History. But no 
one would haaard a guess on its age 
and origins. Although she was of¬ 
fered $20,000 for it by a collector of 
the paianoimal tom Washington, 
she doesn’t think she’ll sell. 

”I just have the feeling that if it 
was sold, nothing good would come 
of it,” K^ says. ”I get the feeling it 
came to me to protect it. It’s very 
strange.” 

The Lighk At Night 

O’Brien is in one of his favorite 
UFO watching spots near the huge 
Baca Ranch, a few miles tom Cres¬ 
tone. It’saclear and windy night, and 
he can see 100 miles in any direction. 


O’Brien woda witha pair of Army 
surplus Starlight binoculars that oi- 
hance night vision. They date to the 
Vietnam War. but it is the best equip¬ 
ment he can afford. 

”It allows you to see commercial 
orafl 60 miles away that would be in¬ 
visible otherwise,” he says. 

Tonight, he’s looking for the aito- 
malous lights that dattce over the val¬ 
ley in ways no commercial aircraft 
coUld. 

And around 8 p.m. they appear. 
Hovering over the Great Sand 
Duttes National Monument a few 
miles to the southeast are orange and 
white globes of light They do zig¬ 
zag maneuvers in farmaiion, break 
apart and then reassemble. Some¬ 
times, they come to a full stop and 
just sit in the sky. 

Arid although the occasional com¬ 
mercial plane fills the valley with the 
rumbling sound of its oigines, these 
craft are silent The only sound is the 
wind over the desot 
”My guess is what we’re seeing is 
some new kind of helicopter technol¬ 
ogy being tested,” O’Brien says. 
“Maybe some top secret black 
budget project But we’ll never 
know.” 

The Mutilated Cow 
David Jaramillo has been the UPS 
delivery driyer in the San Luis Valley 
for 21 years. He’s also a small 
rancher. Like most residents of the 
valley, he says he’s seen incredible 
lights in the sky and, once or twice, 
1^ seen them land and take off. 

last fall, he took his family up to 
the cabin he keeps in the Sangres at 
10,000feet They found acow nearby 
that had been killed and mutilated 
with surgical precision. 

”I’d heard about cattle mutila- 
tioos, but I’d never seen one,” Jaia- 
millo says. ’”rheuteiusand the colon 
had been neatly cut out, and some¬ 
thing had taken off the ears and 
sucked the brain out” 

Nearby, Jaramillo says he found 
circles pressed into the ground, each 
4 feet in diameter, about 15 feetapsn, 
forming a triangle. He guesses it’s 
where some sort of aiicMt landed.

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Now is good time to view Haie-Bopp comet

There is something exciting go¬ 
ing on in the morning and evening 
sky. It may not be as flashy as a 
meteor shower or a shooting star, 
surely not as dramatic as an asteroid 
crashing to earth, but still posably 
the phenomenon of the century, if 
not the millennium. 

The Comet Hale-Bopp, visible 
since the beginning of February in 
the northeast sky an hour before 
sunrise (between 5 and 5:30 a.m.) 
is now visible approximately one 
hour after sunset (7:30-8 p.m.) just 
above the horizon in the northwest 
sky. 

In Arizona, the final 10 days in 
March will be the most eventful 
viewing times. There is no need to 
rush out and purchase a telescope. 
Hale-Bopp is visible to the naked 
eye, and ordinary biiKKulars are

helpfiil once it is located. Because it 
is not high in the sky, it is best to 
be away frcnn buildings, large 
and bright lights. 

The comet is 122 million miles 
from Earth, about 13 times farther 
than last year's Comet Hyakutake, 
and is very large for a comet The 
nucleus of an average comet is 
about 3/4 to 1-1/2 miles in cfiame- 
ter, but Hale-Bopp is a whopping 
2S miles in diameter. There h^’t 
been a larger comet since 1811 ora 
brighter comet since the year 1577. 

Hale-Bopp has more dust and 
sports a brighter, denser tail, con¬ 
taining a trillion tons of water, 
which is 50 percent more moisture 
than in all of the Great lakes. Its 
brightness can range from a magni¬ 
tude of minus 2 (making it the 
brightest object in the sky with the 
exception of Venus) to a magnitude 


of 1, well worth spending a little 
time in the chilly air to watch. It 
will keep brightening for another 
two weeks, pass closest to the sun 
on April 1, and stay visible through 
the month of April. 

Why do we know where to look 
and when to look to observe this 
wondrous event? 

Thanks go to Alan Hale and 
Arizona’s own, Thomas Bopp, co¬ 
discoverers of Comet Hale-Bopp in 
July 1995, The official name is 
Comet C/1995-01, assigned by the • 
Iniemational Astronomical Union 
that adopted a formal naming sys- 
tetii for comets. However, the name 
Comet Hale-6<^ is catchy and eas¬ 
ier to remember. 

Thomas Bopp is a 47-year-old 
amateur astronomer from Glendale 
who in July 1995, with a borrowed 
telescope set up in the desert near 
the White Tank Mountains, fol¬ 


lowed a tiny, fuzzy sphere in the 
sky. At the same time, astronomer 
Alan Hale was in New Mexico 
looking at a star cluster in the con¬ 
stellation Sagittarius when he spot¬ 
ted a “fuzzy object.” 

Put the names together and you 
get Hale-Bopp. Hale got top billing 
because he reported the sighting 
first. He also recorded the exact 
time, whereas Bopp and his friends 
out in the desert did not. 

According to an article in the 
Arizona RepuNic, Bopp was quoted 
as sayiitg, “The sky is fufl of beau¬ 
tiful things, and now one has my 
name on iL” 

If that’s not enough excitement 
for local stargazers, don’t miss the 
partial lunar eclipse on the night of 
March 23-24 when the earth’s cen¬ 
tral shadow will extend 92 percent 
of the way across the moon's face.
